- University campuses are part of a different reality. 

- Campuses are not pan of the "real world" where city 
newspapers and glossy, consumer magazines com- 
pete with each other as a way of life, and on equal 
footing. 

- Campuses are entities where students learn and de- 
velop skills and knowledge. 

- A student newspaper is an integral part of that entity. 
Your paper is created by students on campus for stu- 
dents on campus. 

- The volunteer nature of the student press means our 
sole right to distribute on our campus is our only 
constant. 

- When off-campus publications get permission to 
distribute on our campuses they can sell ad space in 
direct competition with us, the genuine student publica- 
tions. 

- We should not let large scale consumer magazines 
erode this advertising base. 



It was bound to happen: 
Laurentian University has been 
pegged as a lucrative advertis- 
ing market The evidence? The 
arrival of yetanother "national" 
glossy magazine on the floor of 
our campus. 

Campus Canada, which 
has been around campus for at 
least five years, and the more 
aggressive Looking Up, are 
magazines geared towards us- 
ing the pocketbooks of students 
not towards covering students' 
interests and concerns. That, 
along with their glossy four 
colour pages, national distribu- 
tion, and lower prices, make 
these magazines very competi- 
tive rivals for national advertis- 
ers who could otherwise invest 
in student newspapers. 

It's an editorial in itself 
as to how these magazines, both 
owned and operated by non- 
students, were able to start dis- 
tributing at this university in 
the first place. The real ques- 
tion is, however, should they be 
allowed to continue to do so. 

The answer is no, and there are 
good reasons why. 

The people at Looking 
Up, the more threatening of the 
two magazines, claim their ad- 
vertisers are "not newspaper 
advertisers and are not likely to 
be otherwise involved in the 
market." However, Campus 
Plus, an agency that solicits 
national advertising for Lambda 
and many other campus news- 
papers across the country, have 
already started losing clients 
such as Carter Products (Trojan 
condoms) And General Motors 
— clients who invested well 
over $200,000 in campus pa- 
pers last year — toLookingUp. 
Campus newspapers are in no 
position to compete. They're 
geared towards the needs of stu- 
dents, not of advertisers like the 
profit-driven Looking Up. 

It would be well worth 
LU's effort to intervene in the 
distribution of Looking Up. The 
money advertisers spend on 
Lambda is used to improve pro- 
duction, paper size and quality, 
layout, typesetting and to in- 
crease the number of staff posi- 
tions within the newspaper. The 



money advertisers spend on 
Looking Up doesn't enter into 
the student community at all, it 
goes directly to a private com- 
pany. 

Some may argue that 
preventing magazines such as 
Looking Up from distributing 
would be inhibiting freedom of 
information. Actually, the situ- 
ation is just the opposite. Look- 
ing Up's presence is eroding 
the national advertising revenue 
of our campus paper, revenue 
that makes up a healthy chunk 
of our funding. It means papers 
have less money to spend on 
the quality of the paper and 
therefore fewer pages on which 
to publish students' articles. 
Effectively, these papers are 
being silenced as the informa- 
tion they provide is being in- 
hibited. 

(It's ironic that both 
magazines are choking the pa- 
pers they are depending on to 
provide "Canada's diversity." 
It's also ironic that Campus 
Canada andLooking Up is ask- 
ing student papers for submis- 
sions when last year they "bor- 
rowed" articles withoutasking.) 

Other universities have 
taken more serious action. 
Concordia, Carleton and York 
Universities havebannedLoo/:- 
ing Up from their campuses. 
As Concordia University Stu- 
dent Association co-president, 
Eleanor Brown, wrote in a let- 
ter to Campus Plus: "We take 
our fiscal responsibility quite 
seriously: No other off-cam-

pus publications which might 
be construed as advertising 
competition are tolerated. This 
includes glossies — they arc 
immediately tossed into the 
garbage." Other universities 
are considering following and 
some have already followed 
suit 

Far be it from us to stifle 
the voice of student journalists. 
Far be it from us to censor a 
"national voice which will 
strengthen the community and 
give students a medium in which 
ideas and issues can be dis- 
cussed." But we're not talking 
about student magazines here. 
As far as it goes, Looking Up is 
a glossy advertising vehicle that 
is about as close to the reality of 
a typical student as it is to the 
moon. 

Student newspapers are 
forums for beginning journal- 
ists to gain realistic reporting 
and writing experience they 
would be unable to acquire any- 
where else, and are arenas in 
which students can see their 
everyday concerns addressed. 
Indeed, one of the main 
strengths of student-produced 
publications comes from the 
fact that they are produced by 
and for students themselves. 

Some student associa- 
tions (ie: Victoria, Brandon 
(Manitoba), Calgry, St. 
LaurentYork, Montreal, To- 
ronto, etc.) have adopted a 
policy of not distributing pri- 
vately owned, profit driven pub- 
lications on campus which spe- 
cifically target the student popu- 
lation. Looking Up and other 
publications that fall into this 
category are being informed of 
the decision. The only avenue 
of advertising on these univer- 
sities must be achieved through 
their newspapers or any other 
student union publication. 

A publication distribu- 
tion committee needs to be ini- 
tiated in order to review mate- 
rial being freely distributed on 
our campus. It is one thing for 
student papers to rival among 
themselves (ie: L'Orignal 
d6chaine\ The Antidote, and 
Lambda). It is quite another for 
them to rival with off-campus, 
non-student entrepreneurs for 
their survival.

Council of Ontario 
Universities Angered by 
Treasurer's Fiscal Plans 



(Toronto, Ontario)... the 
council of Ontario 
Univrsities (COU) says 
Ontario Treasurer Floyd 
Laughren's announce- 
ment today to limit fund- 
ing to transfer agencies 
will mean a further ero- 
sion and strain to the al- 
ready over- stretched uni- 
versity system. 

"The government 
has failed to realize that 
universities are different 
from other transfer 
agencies,"says Dr. Peter 
George, president of the 
council. "While other 
agencies such as hospitals 
and social services treat 
symptoms, universities 
provide solutions. Insuf- 
ficient funding to the uni- 
versity systems jeopard- 
izing the future economic 
and social progress of this 
province." 

The Treasurer's re- 
quest for an executive 
wage freeze is already 
under review, but the re- 



quest to lower negotiated 
wage settlements could be 
problematic for the uni- 
versity community. "Not 
only is it an intrusion by 
the government into the 
negotiating process, but 
ten of our institutions al- 
ready have contract settle- 
ments for 1992-93," says 
Dr. George. "Is the gov- 
ernment suggesting we re- 
open these negotiations? 
If the government were to 
force universities to rene- 
gotiate, surely it would be 
contrary to fair labour 
practice and likely illegal." 
Although it's un- 
clear at this time whether 
capital projects at univer- 
sities will be a target of 
today's announcement, 
government plans to re- 
duce and defer $200 mil- 
lion in capital projects 
could mean further delays 
to desperately needed im- 
provements to buildings 
and infrastruciure on cam

University, Mr. Thomson

If only one 
driver who hadn't 
"slowed-down, pulled 
over and stopped"did, that 
boy may have lived. 

It is the law to Slow- 
down, pull over and stop, 
but this is not why we 
should do it. It is morally 
unethical to do anything 
else. You have no idea who 
they are trying to get to, or 
who they are bringing to 
the hospital. So do me, 
my family and friends and 
who knows, maybe your- 
self a favour. Check your 
rear-view mirror. If you 
see an emergency vehicle, 
please, SLOW-DOWN, 
PULL OVER and GET 
OUT OF THE WAY!!!

"Six minutes with Bob 
Wilson has save me six month 
in the library", says Dr. Brian 
Bigelow of Laurentian's Psy- 
chology Department. 

What Dr. Bigelow is re- 
ferring to is the power of an 
"on-line search". "Until the late 
1970s", says Bob Wilson of 
Laurentian's J.N. Desmarais Li- 
brary, "researchers like Dr. 
Bigelow had to manually 
plough through the annual vol- 
umes of the printed indexes or 
abstracts to find references to 
the books or articles they 
needed. These tools still exist 
in the library, but for many us- 
ers, they have been supplanted 
by their 'on-line' counterparts". 

Today, users like Brian 
Bigelow can zap through up to 
20 years of references in sec- 
onds but even more important, 
in doing their searches, they are 
not restricted to the limited 
number of access points avail- 
able through the printed in- 
dexes. For example, says Mr. 
Wilson, "a student interested in 
studying "Learned helpless- 
ness" and how it affects "Sen- 
ior citizens" would have to 
check one of these headings in 
Psychological Abstracts and 
then scan it for references to the 
other. In seconds, the computer 
checks both at once and takes 
the drudgery out of the work". 

Mr. Wilson, a tall blond 
bearded librarian, immaculately 
dressed in a blue two-piece suit, 
is seated at one of the terminals 
in the busy on-line search of- 
fice located at the north-east 
comer of the second floor in the 
Desmarais library. 

Mr. Wilson has seen it 
all happen . Arriving on campus 
in 1964 from Leamington On- 
tario "the Ketchup capital of 
Canada", he settled comfort- 
ably into campus life. Studies 
in English were supplemented 
by a generous does of extra- 
curricular activities including a 
stint as editor of Lambda in the 
late 1960's. "In fact I enjoyed 
this place so much I took a three 
year degree in four years" jokes 
this amiable librarian. 

In Mr. Wilson's day, 
computers were just being 
talked about in library circles. 
"When I left Laurentian for li- 
brary school, we still used the 
card catalogue to find book and 
printed sources such as Psy- 
chological Abstracts to dig up 
references to articles," he says. 

At Laurentian, the use 
of a computer for on-line 
searches made its appearance 
in 1979 thanks to the efforts of 
Dr. Joan Mount, now of Lau- 
rentian's School of Commerce, 
but then head of the Reference 
and Circulation Dept. in the 
Parker Building. "Mrs. Mount 
came across something called 
ORBIT which supplied such on- 
line data bases as Psychologi- 
cal Abstracts to be searched for 
a small fee", Mrs. Wilson re- 
calls. "She got an account with 
ORBIT, caged an old terminal 
from a friend of hers in the 



Chemistry Department and we 
were in business". 

Today, Mrs. Mount is 
long gone from the library and 
so too is the ORBIT system. 
"We found that many libraries 
were using the DIALOG serv- 
ice because it contains so many 
more data bases than does OR- 
BIT", says Mr. Wilson. "So we 
signed up with DIALOG". A 
"data base" explains Wilson, 
"is just a fancy term for the 
computerized version of an ab- 
stract or index". 

Today, DIALOG has 
over 300 different data bases 
available to be used. "They are 
in all disciplines, and include 
such familiar names as Socio- 
logical Abstracts . The MLA 
International Bibliography . 
America: History and Life : 
Chemical Abstracts : and Bio- 
logical Abstracts . "In fact:. savs 
Mr. Wilson, "we have access to 
far more data bases in their on- 
line format than we carry in the 
printed version". 

Of course, whi le on -lone 
services take the pain our of 
research, they do not come with- 
out cost. "DIALOG is a com- 
mercial umbrella organization 
based in California", says Mr. 
Wilson. "And it has to pay each 
data base supplier for the use of 
its information and then pass on 
these charges to itscustomers.". 
That means the rates vary from 
one data base to another. "Busi- 
ness data bases tend to be the 
most expensive", he says "Hu- 
manities the least". "We like to 
collect up-front" says Mr. 
Wilson, "so that when people 
do a search, they should come 
complete with cash, a cheque, 
or a budget number". 

It was the expenses of 
doing searches on heavily-used 
data bases that got the library 
interested in CD-ROM prod- 
ucts. "A few years back", says 
Mr. Wilson, "we realized that if 
we paid a supplier up front for a 
copy of a data base, we could 
use itall we wanted at nocharge. 
That means more people - espe- 
cially students - could use these 
services". 

Today, the library has 
serval CD-ROM products avail- 
able. "These include Psycho- 
logical Abstracts . Sociological 
Abstracts . ERIC , the cumula- 
tive Index to Nursing and Al- 
lied Health Literature , to name 
the most popular. "Unfortu- 
nately, says Mr. Wilson, we 
have yet to receive any impor- 
tant data bases in the sciences 
or the humanities. So far the 
cost is prohibitive", he sadly 
remarks. 

In the few short years 
since CDs have been available, 
Mr. Wilson has seen their use 
sky-rockeL 'Today, we only 
have two CD readers and many 
more people wanting to use 
them at once", says Mr. Wilson. 
"So in October, we set up a 
system at the Information desk 
by which people can reserve 
the CD they want for the time 
they want". So far, this system 



is working well, but it is only a 
stop-gap "In the near future", 
says Mr. Wilson, "we hope to 
load our CDs on the university 
VAX and make them accessi- 
ble through any terminal". 
"We've seen this at other li- 
braries, and we know it is pos- 
sible here", he says. 

Where will it all end? 
Mr. Wilson refuses to specu- 
late. "Thanks to Dr. Brian 
MacLean of Laurentian's Eco- 
nomics Department, we' ve just 
come across another data base 
that helps take the pressure off 
us from those seeking free on- 
line information in areas CD- 
ROM's are not available". 

Called UNCOVER, this 
data base is available on the 
TELNET system from any ter- 
minal on campus at no charge. 

Developed by the Colo- 
rado Alliance for Research Li- 
braries, UNCOVER is a data- 
base of current article informa- 
tion taken from over 10,000 
multidisciplinary journals. To 
date, it contains brief descrip- 
tive information about over 
1,000,000 articles which have

appeared since the Fall of 1988. 

In the library, Mr. 
Wilson is already excited about 
what UNCOVER can do. "We 
are trying to analyze our serials 
to find which ones are core", 
explains Mr. Wilson. "We had 
heard that Memorial Univer- 
sity had recently developed a 
system of evaluation serials, but 
we didn't know who had writ- 
ten it up, or where. Through 
UNCOVER, we found the in- 
formation we needed." 

In the process of brows- 
ing UNCOVER, Mr. Wilson 
found another use for it. "We've 
had to cancel Current Contents 
for both the sciences and the 



social sciences. It turns out that 
anyone interested in checking 
under the title of the journal on 
UNCOVER. This is because 
the last contents entered on the 
database are the first ones out", 
explains Mr. Wilson. 

"We are anticipating a 
heavy useof UNCOVER", says 
Robert Wilson. "I never would 
have dreamed I'd be doing all 
this when I came here back in 
1964".

November 26th - Toronto 

The Ontario govern- 
ment was found guilty today of 
wilfully neglecting the funding 
needs of universities in a unique 
mock trial staged at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto's Simcoe Hall. 
It took the jury only moments 
to reach a unanimous guilty 
verdict to the charge of reck- 
less endangerment. The mock 
trial was staged by the Council 
of Ontario Universities with the 
support and participation of all 
members of the university com- 
munity, to raise awareness of 
the serious underfunding prob- 
lems facing universities. 

"According to our fig- 
ures, and with the impact of 
inflation eliminated, Ontario is 
currently spending 14% less per 
student than it did in 1979," 
said Dr. Peter George, presi- 
dent of COU, and the first wit- 
ness called by prosecution law- 
yer Julian Porter. 

Laurie Kingston, presi- 



dent of the Ontario Federation 
of Students, testified that the 
recent $13 million claw-back is 
making a bad situation even 
worse. "Classes that are already 
overcrowded are going to get 
even worse; more courses will 
be dropped altogether.... The 
combined result of all this is 
that the students will suffer". 

Warnings of faculty and 
support staff layoffs, came dur- 
ing testimony from Bill 
Graham, president of the On- 
tario confederation of Univer- 
sity Faculty Associations and 
Barbara Johns, president of the 
confederation of Ontario Uni- 
versities Staff Associations. 
Bob McGavin, chairman of the 
University of Toronto's Gov- 
erning Council said the univer- 
sity system has been jeopard- 
ized by years of neglect and the 
university community is ready 
to fight back. "We must make 
post secondary education a po- 
litical issue and an election is- 



sue," Said Mr. McGavin. 

Premier Bob Rae, 
played by Second City member 
Chris Earle, admitted under 
heavy cross examination by 
Julian Porter, that the recent 
claw-backs are further jeopard- 
izing this province's future and 
endangering the health of uni- 
versities. 

The judge, played by 
University of Western Ontario 
Student Jason Grier, handed 
down his sentence in the form 
of a warning to the NDP gov- 
ernment. "Unless immediate 
measures are taken to restore 
full and sufficient funding to 
Ontario Universities, the voters 
of this province will remove 
you from office at the next avail- 
able opportunity and consign 
you to everlasting political ob- 
livion," said Grier.

It is not always easy for 
us Westerners to understand and 
interpret the ideal we so flip- 
pantly refer to as democracy. 
However, as unlikely as it may 
seem, a concept of true democ- 
racy was given to me by a siring 
of interconnected events I wit- 
nessed during my stay in west 
Africa-the largest, single most 
dictatorial region in the world. 

To appreciate the events 
by which I gained a new under- 
standing of the political abstrac- 
tion that is democracy, a brief 
lesson in historical trivialities 
is necessary. First of all, the 
single largest tax grab of the 
togolese government is the tax 
applied to taxi cab drivers. Sec- 
ondly, taxi cab driving is the 
largest privately run business 
cf the country (next to farm- 
ing). Thirdly, sodabe is a local 
moonshine made from distill- 
ing palm wine, which itself is 
made from extracting the liquid 
from felled palm trees. Finally, 
a little anecdote about Sodabe. 
When the Spaniards first came 
to trade with the region that is 
now Togo, they brought with 
them gold, gems and alcohol; 
alcohol they claimed was the 
most powerful to be found. An 
old native refuted their claim, 
sure that his alcoholic was even 
stronger. Having taken the chal- 
lenge, a Spanish Commander 
imbibeed a glass of local brew, 
and in minutes flew into a wild 
rage, and eventually became un- 
conscious. Upon waking, he 
slowly and respectfully said to 
the old man, "So that be", which 
came to bepronounced with the 
local accent as "Sodabe". 

How these three points 
came to inter-react so power- 



fully is as follows: The sale and 
production of Sodabe is legal- 
as the government taxes both. 
The transportation of Sodabe, 
though is illegal, and at taxi 
checkpoints-=roughly at five 
Km intervals throughout the 
country's roads-army person- 
nel search the taxis and seize 
any contraband. However, 
sodabe arrives nonetheless at 
the bars. What really happens 
is that, at every five kilometres, 
taxi drivers pay off the soldiers, 
who pocket the proceeds. A 
variation of this occurs with 
cotton, corn, everything mar- 
ketable. To pass from one small 
region to another, taxis must 
pass by many checkpoints, and 
pay taxes on those products, 
and since most fields are many 
miles away from an owner's 
home, usually about four sol- 
diers have to be paid. 

After listening to days 
of complaining, seeing whole 
families turn to me, the white 
man, for help, and sensing that 
these people would be forever 
dictated to, I was awe-struck, 
proud and given confidence 
again, when one day, from a 
fog of murmurs, I came to find 
out that all the taxi drivers, all 
those within the important 
southern capital area of the 
country, had united and de- 
stroyed most checkpoints, 
gained control of the others, 
had gone on strike, and had 
approached the president with 
their "concerns". Finally, a 
weak, decentralized people, 
who ritually chant the presi- 
dent's name at any gathering 
(Eyadema, in power, forever!), 
a people who look immediately 
to the white man for guidance 



(out of trained habit), had sud- 
denly united as one powerful 
body, and had themselves de- 
cided upon their actions. Never 
before in mu life had I seen 
such an event, suppressed for 
too long, having to live in some 
of the lowest conditions unim- 
aginable by most 'civilized 
folk', they saw an opportunity 
to express themselves and con- 
sciously act towards their de- 
sired ends. To me, this was a 
lesson in democracy such as I 
have never had before or since. 

For those curious as to 
the outcome of the strike, the 
government quickly regained 
control, shot and killed some 
innocent people at a popular 
marketplace, threatened any 
others who might attempt to 
encourage the strike, and fi- 
nally got the strikers, out of fear 
for their lives, to state that the 
strike had not been their idea, 
that it had been started by some 
activists from the neighboring 
country of Ghana, and that work 
would commence once again 
the next day. 

But there is no need to 
feel betrayed or disappointed. 
This coup on the part of the taxi 
drivers was the first of its kind, 
and p roves that the people of 
Togo are not dead yet, but in- 
deed have a spirit in them which 
knows that there is something 
better-notwhiter ormore West- 
ern-but something distinctly 
better for them, as Africans.

No one 
in the back rows could see 
unless you leaned forward.

Reply: Brother, here we go again. What 
is it about the new Desmarais Library that 
makes people so excited that they want to 
talk so much? The Amiable Librarian can 
only guess. Library customers are re- 
minded once again that while Desmarais 
was not set up as a monastery it was also 
not designed as a mall. Surely there must 
be a happy - and quiet - medium. 

Question: Irealize that micro-film view- 
ers are probably very expensive but 
could not the university invest in some 
more. Every time I need to do research 
on the viewers they are either taken by 
other students for hours or out of use. 

Reply: The Amiable Librarian cannot 
promise new viewers just now. The Uni- 
versity's budget situation is deteriorating 
rapidly, and we may have to make do with 
what we have. You comment on the slow- 
ness of repairs, on the other hand, is 
informative and will be investigated. 

If the other problems you describe 
continue, the library will be faced with at 
least two options. The first is to establish 
a system of "Reserves" on the microfilm 
readers such as currently exist on the two 
CD-ROM machines. The second, and 
more radical option, is to restrict the flow 
of incoming material on microformat. A 
previous column has described how, fac- 
ing a space crisis in the old building, the 
library elected to move the microformat 
leaving hard-copy of its periodicals 
unbound. But obviously the more mate- 
rial received in microformat, the more 
equipment needed to use it. It just may be 
that, now it is in a spacious new building, 
the library will have to reconsider a policy 
that was conceived in the old. 

Question: Why does the staff insist on 
turning off lights 15-20 minutes before 
the actual closing time of the library? 
This has happened more than once 
when I've been here and it is very 
annoying. Is the library supposed to be 
open until 10:30pm or whatever, it 
should be open until then. 

Reply: The lights are turned off 15 min- 
utes prior to closing as a signal to the fact 
that we are closing shortly. Those who 
wish to sign out books or complete photo 
copying have 15 minutes in which to do 
so. But there is another reason for encour- 



aging people to wrap up their business. 
It takes considerable time for our staff 
to clear the library and check each area. 
Even when they begin the task of clos- 
ing by flicking the lights, staff members 
are in the library well after closing. You 
do not have to leave until the actual 
closing time, which, you will be pleased 
toknowisnot 10:30pm Monday through 
Thursday but 11:00pm. 

Question: Why is there no librarians 
(reference) here till closing? When 
people need help they're not around. 

Reply: The Amiable Librarian sympa- 
thizes with your plight but unfortu- 
nately, cannot offer you much hope. 
There are only a certain number of 
trained reference staff to go around and 
they have been assigned to peak times, 
that is, 8:30am to 9:00pm Monday 
through Thursday, Friday, 8:30am to 
4:30pm; Saturday 10:00am to 4:30pm, 
and Sunday 1:30pm through 9:00pm. 
To put matters another way, the 
library is open 72 hours a week during 
which time reference help is available 
64 hours. To accommodate your re- 
quest, our only option would be to cut 
back opening hours to 64! The Amiable 
Librarian does not sense that this option 
would receive much support. 

Question: Why does the Library not 
permanently keep somebody at the 
Government documents desk on the 
third floor? Everything appears dis- 
organized and it would really help to 
post someone there. 

Reply: You speak the truth. In many 
ways government documents are harder 
to find and to use than material in the 
regular collection. But, given the short- 
age of staffing referred to above, the 
government documents area can only 
be serviced directly between 9:00am 
and 4:30pm Monday through Friday. 
At other times, staff on the second floor 
may be asked for help. 

Obviously, given the likelihood 
that extra staff will not be hired, the 



enable them to match the same high standards of service 
they are providing with other forms of reference mate- 
rial. 

Question: I need to bet proper bibliographic infor- 
mation on a book published in the 1950s that the 
library does not have. Can you help? 

Reply: Bien entendu. Among the various options now 
open to the Amiable Librarian is the TELNET service. 
We'll just check out the on-line catalogue of another 
university such as Toronto, or Harvard, or Chicago and 
find you the information you seek. TELNET: the great- 
est thing since sliced bread!

longer run solution to the problem you 
are experiencing is to move the govern- 
ment documents collection from the 
third floor of the library to the second. 
Not only would such a move enable the 
library to consolidate its reference serv- 
ice in one place, but it would guarantee 
that service for the government docu- 
ments collection would be available 
over a longer period of time. 

Because of the challenge that 
government documents reference serv- 
ice provides, reference staff on the sec- 
ond floor would have to be specially 
trained in government documents to

about something I forgot 

Finally, I apologize to all the 
students for poor editing of the paper up 
to this point, especially the person who 



left the corrected copy of Lambda in my 
mail box, the woman who called our 
office to tell me how stupid I am, to 
Donna Clark for the "Endless Money" 
article that appeared earlier this year, to 
Colin James for spelling his name wrong, 
and to anyone else whom I may have 
offended with my spelling errors, 
absentmindedness, or what not. 

I'm not going to make excuses 
formy shortcomingsbecause there aren't 
any.

To all of the people who were 
offended by items in this years Lambda, 
I would like to say that I do not apolo- 
gize. Don't think that just because Cher 
Pierre is dead and last weeks Lambda 
was pretty clean that we have scourged 
ourselves of smut I'm not a big fan of 
anonymous articles, but sometimes a 
university newspaper should make you 
look twice. If we don't get letters by 
people who are really pissed off at us for 
something, then I don't think I'm doing 
a proper job. Maybe Cher Pierre is too 
offensive for a widely distributed publi- 
cation like Lambda. Maybe we shouldn't 
be using words like 'Fuck' in headlines.

I don't see myself as the owner of 
Lambda, but rather its caretaker. Stu- 
dents who wish to write for Lambda 
should be able to do so because they own 
it My experience with other university 
newspapers is that you almost have to 
pass a test in order to write before you 
are published. I don't feel that way. 
Politically I'm a Conservative. I support 
Free trade, privatization, and the GST. I 
plan on voting PC in the next federal 
election unless the candidate is com- 
pletely offensive to me. On the other 
hand, I think that the federal govern- 
ment has made a shambles of constitu- 
tional reform, but on at the same time 
I'm not convinced that a government of 
a different party would have done any 
better. I admire the government of Brian 



Mulroney because, they have done the 
best they could under very trying cir- 
cumstances, and they have remained a 
government of action, even in the face of 
failure. 

These are some of the things that 
I believe, but I don't think that others 
should have to share them if they want to 
write for Lambda. The paper will inevi- 
tably reflect the kind of person that I am, 
but I hope that it would also reflect the 
character of other people who work here. 
It should be varied enough, though, that 
Conservatives, Liberals, and Socialists 
will have a forum here if they want to 
take advantage of it. I will put a stop to 
articles that promote hatred against indi- 
viduals or groups, but that is how liber- 
ally I like to interpret Lambda's state- 
ment of principals. 

Finally I would like to address 
the comments made by Steve Madison. 
When we refer to publications like Look- 
ing Up, we are identifying those publi- 
cations that specifically target student 
markets, but do not service student needs. 
Do you think that these publications 
would ever contain announcements (free 
of charge I might add) for the Interna- 
tional Students Association or the Eng- 
lish Literature Society. When we talk of 
removing these publications from cam- 
pus, we do not include authentic student 
publications like Antidote . I for one 
welcome such a publication and I con- 
gratulate them for the superb job that 
they do. The service that Antidote pro- 
vides for Laurentian students is one that 
Lambda could not do adequately in the 
past When other student publications 
push Lambda to do better then it is good 
for all of us. When privately run, profit 
driven, glossy magazines put student 
newspapers out of business, well what 
do you think. If Steve Madison feels that 
his university is only worth two lines in 
a national newspaper then maybe he 
should find another school more worthy 
of his presence. The issue surrounding 
papers like Looking Up is not about 
censorship; it's about keeping student 
press in the hands of students. 

I would like to end my remarks 
by wishing everyone a happy holiday 
and I hope that when you come back in 
January that you will be pleased with 
our little publication every week. I urge 
anyone who wishes to cover a specific 
varsity team to make yourself known at 
the Lambda office. Anyone else who 
may be interested in covering the SGA, 
or becoming the administration watch- 
dog, then you're welcome to. All that I 
can promise for the new year is that I will 
continue to try . Maybe someday Lambda 
will get an entire crew of people who 
really know how to put together a pro- 
fessional looking student newspaper. By 
the time that happens we'll probably all 
be graduating. 
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
